Mayor Emanuel wants you ... 
to start recycling by year’s end

Mayor Emanuel says he’s writing the final chapter in Chi- 
cago’s two-decade-long move toward citywide household 
recycling. 

The mayor announced Wednesday that 131,000 more 
Chicago residences will have blue recycling bins by the 
end of April. He also said he’s on track to keep his 2013 
budget pledge to deliver the bins to the remaining single- 
family homes and smaller residential buildings before the 
year is out. 

The mayor has worked to develop a reputation as an en- 
vironmental leader. Succeeding in delivering recycHng is key 
especially since his predecessor, celebrated “green mayor” 
Richard M. Daley failed to put a blue bin behind every house 
despite promising to do so. 

On Wednesday, Emanuel stood before stacks of the recy- 
cling carts at a Department of Streets and Sanitation garage 
in Rogers Park and recited his environmental achievements, 
among them the closing of coal-fired power plants and the 
addition of miles of bike lanes. 

“You cannot be a green city and not have recycfing city- 
wide,” he said. 

To justify the added expense of recycling pickup, Emanuel 
turned to another hallmark of his first term in office, a get- 
tough attitude toward unionized city labor. The mayor set 


up “managed competition” between Streets and Sanitation 
workers and private waste companies to see who could do 
the work for less. Recycfing in two zones will be picked up by 
city crews while two private contractors will share the job in 
four other zones. 

The Emanuel administration projects the annual cost of 
citywide recycling will be S19.2 million. The mayor said the 
city saved a considerable amount thanks to the “managed 
competition” and reductions in recycfing staff, but because 
many of those city workers were moved to other duties such 
as tree trimming, it is difficult to gauge the actual savings. 

The upcoming expansion will take place in two phases, 
Emanuel said. Starting in mid-March, scattered pockets of 
households on the Ear North Side, in downtown west to Aus- 
tin, and in Gresham on the South Side will start getting their 
recycfing picked up. 

Around the end of April, household recycfing will expand 
to part of Englewood and surrounding neighborhoods, as 
well as areas of Morgan Park, Roseland and West PtiUman on 
the Far South Side. 

“If you do not have recycfing yet, you will have it this year,” 
said Charles Williams, Streets and Sanitation commissioner. 

That would complete the city's troubled recycfing pro- 
gram, which has advanced in fits and starts since Daley told 
Chicagoans to put their recyclables in blue garbage bags for 
pickup starting in the mid-1990s. Daley scrapped the blue 
bags in 2008 because of low participation and exaggeration 
by city officials about the program’s effectiveness.

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ONCE A CHICAGO POWER 
COUPLE, JACKSONS ADMIT 
TO SPENDING CAMPAIGN 
CASH ON POSH LIFESTYLE

WASHINGTON It was the kind of runaway spending usually re- 
served for someone with newfound riches — a hoHstic retreat, 
a cruise, pricey restaurant tabs, flat-screen TVs and even a 
pair of stuffed elk heads— and former congressman Jesse 
Jackson Jr. admitted Wednesday that he conspired with his 
then-Chicago alderman wife to pay for it all with campaign 
money and cover it up. 

In two quiet federal court appearances just hours apart, 
the power couple who once sought to write a new chapter in 
Chicago political history instead became the latest entry in 
an infamous culture of public corruption. Jackson pleaded 
guilty to conspiring with his wife, Sandi Jackson, to siphon 
campaign funds for personal use, and she pleaded guilty to 
not reporting most of the take as income on the couple’s tax 
returns. 

A sullen Jackson gave his wife a peck on the cheek at his 
own hearing and at times appeared to wipe tears from his eyes 
as he told a judge he was guilty of misusing some $750,000 in 
campaign money. And with that, a political star once seem- 
ingly destined for the U.S. Senate or the Chicago mayor’s of- 
fice dissolved once and for all. 

“Tell everybody back home I’m sorry I let ’em down, OK?” 
Jackson told a reporter as he left the U.S. District courtroom 
in Washington, DC. 

As part of Jackson’s plea agreement, prosecutors filed a 
22-page statement filled with stunning details of how the 
Jacksons used his congressional campaign fund to fuel a 
lavish lifestyle. Jackson admitted that together the couple 
used campaign credit cards to buy personal items, tapped 
campaign funds to pay those bills, sometimes arranged for 
their campaign treasurer to make purchases for them, filed 
falsified campaign-disclosure forms to hide their actions 
and ultimately understated their personal income for tax 
purposes. 

Both Jacksons now face the prospect of time in federal 
prison. 

As part of the plea deal, prosecutors and Jesse Jackson’s de- 
fense agreed that sentencing guidefines in the case call for a 
term of between 46 and 57 months, but the sides reserved the 
right to argue for a sentence above or below that range when 
he is sentenced June 28. 

Sandi Jackson is to be sentenced days later, on July i, and 
may face from one to two years. Among the conduct in her 
case, prosecutors said, was failing to report that money in 
her aldermanic campaign fund was used for personal ex- 
penses. 

Experts said the agreement for Jesse Jackson leaves room 
for the defense to argue for probation and use his mental 
health as a mitigating factor. 

Jackson removed himself from the public spotlight in June 
after winning a primary election in March. His medical leave 
initially was attributed to “exhaustion.” It was later revealed 
that he had been treated in the Sierra Tucson facility in Ari- 
zona and the Mayo Clinic in Minnesota and was diagnosed 
with bipolar disorder. 

He resigned in November amid the swirling probe, ending 
a 17-year congressional career just two weeks after winning 
re-election.

Police shoot robbery 
suspect in Bucktown

Chicago police chased a robbery stisjject from 
River North into Bucktown late Tuesday and 
shot him after he tried to run over an officer, 
according to authorities. 

Police said the man was wanted in more 
than a dozen robberies of North Side conve- 
nience stores and restaurants. He was wound- 
ed after robbing a Subway shop on State Street 
just north of Chicago Avenue, police said. 

Officers working a robbery mission team 
pursued an SUV that matched the description 
of one fleeing the scene to the intersection of 
North, Milwaukee and Damen avenues. 

The man tried to run over an officer after 
backing into a squad car, police said in a state- 
ment. 

The man did not respond to commands 
and made suspicious movements inside the 


vchick lx f*re lit was sliot, and police said 
they recovered a weapon at the scene. 

The man, whose age was not available, was 
taken to Stroger Hospital. 

Police ftom a number of nearby districts 
responded to the scene after officers called a 
“lo-i,” a term used to signal an officer, fire- 
fighter or paramedic in distress. Detectives 
from two of the three city detective areas also 
responded. 

Detectives approached people at the bars 
that line the intersection, asking if anyone 
saw anything. Police blocked access to the 
area and the CTA rerouted its bus traffic 
around the intersection. 

Hours after the shooting, as the bars 
wrapped up for the night, people stood out- 
side smoking and exchanging stories of the 
cop cars they saw speeding toward the scene.

PlayStation 4: More than 
just a pixel powerhouse 


CNN 

Sony unveiled the PlayStation 4 at a New 
York event Wednesday, ahead of the console’s 
official debut (which doesn’t have a firm re- 
lease date, but expect it around November). 
The new system features an impressive array 
of specifications and social enhancements. 
Here’s the rundown. 

The Console 

The PlayStation 4 will be powered by chips that 
would make any top-of-the-line PC user envi- 
ous; a “supercharged” x86 processor, acceler- 
ated by the graphics processor, and a stun- 
ning eight gigabytes of RAM. With these guts 
serving as the PS4’s central brain, the console 
is capable of pushing graphics at 4K resolution 
or supporting stereoscopic 3-D in full lOSOp for 
high-definition TVs. 

Social integration 

The PS4’s controller features a share button. 
When users press it, they can share clips of the 
past few minutes of their game play and even 
broadcast real-time gameplay to friends. The 
PS4 also features social networking integra- 
tion and personalized recommendations for 
downloading games and media. Users also will 
be able to log in to their PlayStation profiles on 
phones, tablets or PCs. 

The Controller 

Like every other iteration of the PlayStation 


controller before it, the PS4 controller didn’t get 
too much of a makeover, but it packs a few new 
tricks. In addition to the share button, the PS4 
controller also will feature a touchpad placed 
smack dab in the middle, which supports two- 
finger multitouch. Along the bottom is a 3.5mm 
headphone jack for connecting a headset, and 
along the top is a glowing LED light strip that 
will display a player’s ID. 

The Network 

The biggest announcement Sony made was 
that users will be able to “stream” PS4 games 
to the handheld PS Vita. Eventually, Sony says 
it will enable cloud gaming, which will allow us- 
ers to play every title on any system, streamed 
from remote servers. That is how the PS4 will 
work around the fact that it isn’t backwards- 
compatible with its PS3 predecessor, due to the 
radically different processors the two consoles 
have. 

The Camera 

The PS4 features a built-in camera for 3-D 
tracking and motion control, similar to the 
Microsoft Xbox’s Kinect attachment. 

The Games 

We’re still a ways off from knowing what will 
be ready in time for the PS4 launch and what 
will come after, but Sony already has a couple 
of big titles lined up: first-person war shooter 
“Battlefield 4” and “Metal Gear Solid 5,” the lat- 
est installment of the long-running stealth-ops 
series.

You see the showy guys at the gym, bench- 
pressing their max and grunting just to 
thrust the weight upward. 

They’re doing it wrong— a lot of them. 

Danny Lee, who runs a personal-training 
business in Irvine, Calif., says a common 
mistake is using the shoulders instead of the 
chest muscles. “Your chest is always gonna 
be stronger than your shoulders,” he says. 

Bad form can begin from the start of the 
lift, when you (hopefully with help from a 
spotter) nudge the barbell and plates off the 
barbell holder. While lying on their backs, 
many lifters hold the barbell too high, di- 


rectly above their chins. 

When the weight is pushed up, too much 
strain is put on the anterior deltoid muscles, 
the long, triangular-shaped muscles on the 
front, inner part of the shoulder. “You’re not 
firing the chest muscles,” the pectoralis ma- 
jors, Lee said. 

Over the long term, this can lead to a shoul- 
der injury. And “you see people benching 
225 pounds, and their chest still is under-de- 
veloped,” Lee said. 

Instead, pull your arms a little closer to 
your sides, making the space about 45 de- 


grees. Move the hands more toward your 
lower body This fires the large chest muscles 
more dramatically 

OTHER TIPS 

» Arch your back a little, bringing the shoulder 
blades back. 

» Don’t plant your feet on the floor, and for 
goodness’ sake, don’t hoist your legs up while 
you lift. Instead, bring the feet in a little toward 
the bench, and keep only the toes on the floor. 
This allows you to use force all the way up 
through your arms. 

» Don’t lock your elbows at the top of the press.
